Please use the monthly visitor codes 
provided with your quarterly bill for 
giving access to service people or ca- 
sual visitors, so that personal codes 
remain private. Both gates are now 
equipped to communicate with resi- 
dences, so if there is a problem a visi- 
tor can gain entry by following the in- 
structions on the entry pad. 


REMINDER: Lynn and/or Pam 
Meyrick are usually available to help 
residents when problems arise. But like 
the rest of us they need time to them- 
selves. Their off-duty days are Tues- 
day and Wednesday, when they should 
not be disturbed for anything other 
than a true emergency.
